1776, that county was declared free and
independont by a body of leading citizans
who solemnly pledged to maintaln inde-
pendence with their lives, their fortunes
and most sacred honor. The phrass with
whioh this declaration ends is closcly
similar to the concluding sentence of
the great declaration of Indepondonce,
but Jefferson denied having used it and it
is probable that words so well exprossing
public sentimont may at that time have
been in gonomil use. Everyone was talk-
Ing about declaring the colonies free and
independent and the gentlemen of the day
were wont Lo talk of pledging life, fortune
and macred honor. It is a pity that in our
day mo little is heard of tho last nnmed. Al-
though loss stately and lacking the welght
of the calonial Congress this Meoklenburg
declaration, which wo give below, breathes
A gallant npirit, and the value of the words
is strong when it is remembered that each
of the thirty-one signers knew that if the
rebellion failed the document would be his
doeath warrant:

Resoloed, First, that whosoever directly
or indirectly nbetied or in any way, form
ar manrer countenanced unchartored and
dangeroas Invasion of onr rights, as
eclaimed by Great Britaln, Is an encmy to
this country, to Amorica and 1o the Inher-
ent and Inalienable rights of man,

Reco! Resolved, that we, cltizens of
Meoklenburg county, do heroby dissolve
the politienl bonds which have connectod
us the mother country, and hereby
abuolve oursolves from all alleglance to
the British crown, and adjure all political
osonnection, contract or associstion with the
nation which has wantonly trampled on
our rmhu and liberties and inhumanly
shed the innccent blood of patricte at
Lexington.

Third. Resoleed, That we do hereby de-
olare oursolves fioe and independont poo-
ple, are, and of right ought to bo s sover-
elgn nnd usir-guurnlng nssociation, under
econtrol of no power other than that of our
